'I'tu?y’;r dld E.?'m Whlle onr troops not only
respected the morial remains of the enemies,
soldlers, and burled those which were inhu-
manly abandoped by thelr compunlons, and
took ecare of their wouoded, our dead were
barbarously abused by the Spanish soldlery,
their bodlies mutilated, and oltherwlse su
jected 10 the most horrible atrocities.

The llberating armmy has not made reprisals,
We wished to ayall ourselves of every incans
in our power to Inake Lhe enemy adopt more
bumanpe practices and a loss feroelons system
of warfare. With that objsct I had addressed
in the first days of Lthe revolatlon a despateh
1o the Spanisn Goversment in Maunzaulilo In
that gense, That despateh obtalned no answer,
and the shooting of Unbans fonod o arms
aud the desecratlon of our dead were con-
tinwed by the Bpaniards, Declded, never-
theless, to awalt the -last extremily be-
fore glvilng way fo (he horrors of reprl-
sale, I pent by flag of truce a despaton to
the 20th of December Iast to the Commanders
General of Cuba, in whioch I entreated that the
Spankb Government should accept the kKind
of warfare which we bad 1nstitated and were
observing—1in other words, to mrnlate quaarter
for prisoners and wonnded, as all eiviiized bel-
ligerenis do, exen when not united by ties of
similarity of crigio, rellgion, and language —
and vaming & perlod of fifteen days for its
snswer; declaring that after this time, if I un-
happlly recelved no satisiactory answer saying
thatthey would cease 1o8boot and commit the

That sll offices of the United Slates,
the incumbents of which are, or may be, ap-
poluted under and pursuant Lo the provislous
of seotion 2 ofarticle £ of the Constitution of the
United Ktates, except Judges of the Supreme
and inferior courts, shall become and be vacant
upou! the happenlng ol either ol the following
CVaNLR—

First. Upon the death of the lncumbent,
Second. Upon the resigonation of the Inoum-
bent, Third Upon the explration of the term
for which the incumbent shall bave bsen
sppeinted, But 1nis provision shall not be
copstrued to prevent such lncnmbent from dis
obareing the dulles of the office till his sncces .
sor be appolnted,

Fourth, Where the office is local, by the ro
moval of the ineumbent irom the disirict or
jurisdietion witbhin wihilch the dulles of his
office are by law required to be performed, so
that he sball ceasa Lo be a resident of such dls-
trlet or jurlsdiction, or by Lis absconding
Lnerefrom.

Fifib, Upon jndgment being pronounced
upon the gonvietion of the incnmbent of any
falony under the laws of the United States, or
of any Btate or Territory, or of .any aol or
offense made criminal by the laws of the
United States relating Lo the dulles of his

office.

Beotion 2 Resignations of oflice shall be
mede in writing, and In all cases where the
officer was appoluted by the Presldent by and
with the sdvlce and consent of the Headle, the
resignation shall be made 1o the Presidany;
and in all other ¢ases Lo the offieer, couri o
law, or head of department by whom Lhe ap-
rolniment was innde; such resignation may

e made to take effeet lmmediately, or st
some time deslgnated therein, and the appolnts
menl of & successor may be made Lo Lake effect
immediately with thé resiguation,

Becilon 8 In all cases where a vacancy shall
happen during 8 recess of the Henrte npon
eut\ar of the evenis above specified, In any
office appointed by the President by and with
the advice and consent of the Beuate, Lhe Pre-
sident shall have power to flll up the same by
granting a commission whioh shall explire at
the cnd of the next sesulon of the Benate. All
other wvacancles may be filled by Lhe officer,
court of law, or head of department having by
law the power Lo sppoint to the offics,

THE CIVIL TENURE.

Text of the New Aet Jusi Passed by
Congress,

Here Is the foll text of the Tenure of OfMse

ACl a8 1l passéd both branchas of Congress:—

That the first and second secllons of the act
entitled “Anucl regulating the tenure of cer-
taineivil ofMices,” passed Mareh 2, 1867, ba and
ihe seme are hereby repraled, and In llea of
egnld re-;(;lealed sections the following are hereby
enaoled:—

Eeotion 1. Be It enncted, sto., That every per-
gon holding any olvil office to which hé has
been, or hereafler may be, appoluled by and
with the advice and cousent of Lhe Benate,and
who sbhall bave become duly gunalified to act
therein, gball be entitled to bold saoh office
during the term for whieh he shall bave been
nppolntcd, unless sooner removed by and with
the advice and consent of the Sanate, or by Lthe
appointment, with the like adviece and con sent,
o ‘n successor in his place, exoept as herelm
otherwise provided.

Sectlon 2. And be It farther enmnocted, That
doring the recess of the Senate the President
hereby 18 empowered ln his disoretlon Lo sus.
pend any civil officer appotnted by and with
ihe advice and consent of Lhe Senate, exeaptl
Judgea of the Uniled Siates Courts, until the
end of the next session of the Senale and to
designate some suitable person, subject to be
removed in his discretion or by the realguation
of apolher, to perform the dutles of sach sus-
pended officer in the meantime, And sach per-
son o desigoated shall taks Lhe oaths and flvo
the bondsrequired by law Lo be taken and given
by the suspended officer, and supall, darlo
the time he performs his datlies, be entitle
to the salary and emolunments of sach
officer, no part of whieh ghall belong to the
oMeer susponded; and 1t shall ba the duty of
the Presldent, wilhin thirty days after the
commencoment of every seaslon of the Senate,
except for auy ofice which In his opinlon
ought nol o be filled, to nominawe persons to
fiil &1l vacanpcles lo ofMoss whioh exist prior Lo
the meellng of Lthe Senate, whethier tempors-
rily filled or filled or not, and ko in Lhe place of
sll oMoers suspended, and If the Benate during
such sesslon shall refase Lo advise and consenst
to an appolutment in the place of suoh sus-
pended offfcer, then, and not otherwise, the
President sball nominate anolher person ns
goon a6 practicable tosald sesslon of the Senate
for sald oflice,
